REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPHRINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


OF THE 


TOWN OF ENFIELD. 


Your Cémmittee in making their report for the past year wish to 
impress upon the minds of all, the importance of uniting Districts so 
as to reduce the present number at least one-third. By so doing we 
should necessarily have school-houses better adapted to the times, 
larger schools, and more competent teachers. We have at the pres- 
ent time many poor school-houses and small schools, which are the 
means of retarding the interest for education with many of the schol- 
ars. Scholars will learn more and and take a greater interest in a 
school where there is a proper number, than where there are but 
eight or ten; and so it is with the teachers. 

The amount of school money for the past year has been very in- 
adequate to supply the expenses of a reasonable demand of schooling. 
It is very evident that in order to keep up an interest in education, 
the town should be united in raising money for its support. Had it 
not been for an interest which many of the Districts have taken in 
supporting private schools, and in lengthening out others, by giving 
wood and board, our schools the past year would have fallen much 
short of what they have been years before. 

Proper Studies and Reading Books for the Scholars. 

Teachers frequently have to contend with parents in regard to 
studies and proper reading books for their scholars. It is not unfre- 
quently the case that we see pupils trying to pursue the study of 
Grammar before they are able to read their lessons correctly ; and 
so it is in classes of reading and spelling, they are often in the 
first class when they should be in the second or third. 

Many of the Yankee children grow mighty fast at the present day, 
often giving their parents counsel, and taking, charge of affairs 
at home at the age of twelve or fourteen, and if they receive 
proper correction at school, their parents often take part with them 
and censure the teacher. Teachers are not infallible and are some- 
times wrong ; but if children receive proper correction at home they 
will, as a general rule, need but little correction at school, and be re- 
spected and loved by their teacher. 
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DISTRICT NO. 1. 
Summer School taught by Miss Martha 8S. Waterman. 

We regret to say that this school was not what it should have been. 
The teacher was too young and inexperienced to teach so large a 
school. She also lacked for instruction which is obtained at the 
Teachers’ Institute. We think that teachers should not apply for 


schools at the present day, unless they have attended one or more of 
the Institutes. Length of school 10 weeks. No. of scholars 47. 


Winter School divided into two’ departments. Jirst department 
was taught by Mr. Wm. C. Webster ; who is an experienced teach- 
er. He taught the.school with ability worthy of its size, convenience 
of house, and interest of the District. There was very general sat- 
isfaction given. 

The second department was taught by Miss Lizzie E. Newell. 

This department was also well taught, and and reflects much cred- 
it upon the teacher and pupils. No. of scholars in the first depart- 
ment 35. Second, 42, Length of school twelvé weeks. 


DISTRICT NO, 2. 
Summer School taught by Miss Caroline Currier. 


No. of scholars 3. Length of school six weeks. 
Winter School taught by Miss Ruth L. Chesley. 

No. scholars 16. Length of school 10 weeks. This school was 

well taught, and good progress was made in all the studies. 
DISTRICT NO. 3. 
Summer School taught by Miss Ruth L. Chesley. 

This was ore of our best taught schools. The teacher did much 
to awaken an interest in education in her scholars; and the District 
took much interest in the school. 

‘No. scholars 14. Length of school 8 weeks. 

Winter School was taught by Mr. James Barnard, 

He was young and inexperienced in teaching : but his manner of 
conducting a school, and of imparting knowledge to pupils might be 
an example for older and more experienced teachers. We learn 
that he gave perfect satisfaction to the District. Length of school 6 
weeks. No.of scholars 9. This District stands in need of a better 
school-house, as the report from the teacher shows the age of the 
present house to be about 60 years. 


DISTRICT NO, 4. 
Summer and Winter School included in one term. Taught by Miss Malvina 
E. Morse. 
This school was not visited by the Committee, as they were not 
notified of its commencement or the time of closing. Length of 
school 9 weeks. No. of scholars 13. 
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DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Summer School taught by Miss Marietta R. Fowler. " 
This school was well conducted 7 weeks, but from sickness the 
teacher was obliged to leave before the time of its closure. 
Number of scholars 13. 


Winter School was taught 7 1-2 weeks by Miss Orinda T. Kinsley. 

This teacher’s aim was to have the elementary branches first well 
understood, and that scholars should not advance faster in their studies 
and reading books, than their age and understanding would allow. 

Number of scholars 22. . 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 
Summer and Winter School included in one term. Taught by Mr. J. H. Pattee, 
who is young and inexperienced in teaching. The first part of the 
school lacked in government, but some improvement was made before 
the school closed, so’ that the last part was better than the first. We 
think that the District understand that they need a much better bet- 
ter school-house, than they now have. 
Length of school 11 weeks. No. of scholars 16. 


DISTRICT NO. 7%. 


Summer and Winter School included in one term. Taught by Miss Mary C. 
Haseltine. ‘This school was noted for the advancement of many of 
the scholars, and the lively interest they took in their studies. This 
teacher was well qualified, and her school when visited, was conduct- 
ed with prospects of beneficial results. 

Length of school 19 weeks. No. of scholars 21. The school-house 
in this District seems quite ancient. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 
Both schools included in one term, and under the instruction of Miss Lucinda 
W. Stickney. 

Length of school 10 weeks. No. scholars 16. With a few excep- 
tions this school is backward. Had the scholars taken as much inter- 
est in learning as the teacher did to have them, we could give a much 
better report of the school. The school-house is far behind the age of 
improvement. Class in Grammar improved well. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Summer and Winter Schools taught by Miss Offranda A. Follansbee. 
Miss Follansbee is one of the best and most experienced teachers. 
She gave decided satisfaction to the District. Scholars receive from 
her the instruction best adapted to their understanding. Length of 
Summer school 6} weeks. No. of scholars 138. Length of Winter 
school 12 weeks. No. of scholars 18.

DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Summer and Winter school included in one term. No. scholars 29. 

Miss C. Augusta May commenced teaching this school under very 
favorable prospects ; but as the school continued she failed to give gen- 
eral satisfaction, and at the end of about 11 weeks the school closed on 
account of the teacher’s sickness, and she has since died. 

Mr. Charles McDaniels then took charge of the school and under his 
system of government and instruction a very decided improvement was 
apparent. His school continued 6 weeks. 


DISTRICT NO. Il. 


Summer school taught by Miss Rebecca S. Perley 5 weeks, 

When, in consequence of sickness, she was obliged to leave. After 
which, the school was continued about three weeks by Miss Marcia F, 
Martin. These schools were characterized by good order and com- 
mendable progress was made. No, of scholars 32. 

Winter school instructed by Mr. Bartlett W. Clough, and has three weeks 

longer to keep. 

Whole length of school 8 weeks. No. of scholars 43. This teacher 
is very impressive, and thorough in recitations, and lessons are requir- 
ed to be well understood. First class in Grammar and Geography re- 
cited lessons without an error. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


Summer school taught by Miss Emily E. Goodhue. 

No. of scholars 31. Length of school 9 weeks. She taught and re- ~ 
quired of her pupils good order, perfect lessons and courteous demean- __ 
or. Notwithstanding some of the scholars were rather backward, yet 
by the perseverance and patience of the teacher they made commenda- 
ble progress, while those further advanced were distinguished for their 
attainments. 

Winter school taught by Mr. Alfred J. Nesmith. 

No. of scholars 29. Length of school 8 weeks. This being Mr. 
Nesmith’s first school, and as he did not take the liberty to enforce 
perfect order, some of the scholars so far trespassed upon reasonable 
rules as to injure themselves and the rest of the school. The teacher 
manifested a deep interest in his school, and most of the scholars were 
highly benefited by his exertions. 


. DISTRICT NO. 13. 
Church Family, Shakers. Summer school was taught by Mary Maria Irish.” 
This school was well taught and the scholars progressed faithfully in 

their studies. Length of school 16 weeks. No. of scholars 82, Sys« 
tem of government and order perfect.
